"Improvements in and relating to Pencil Cases'? " 

I, LrDWiG Schmidt, of GO, Diippelstrasse, Kiel, Germany, do hereby declare ' 
tho nature of this invention to be as follows : ^ : ' 

This invention relates to a pencil case, the construction of which is improved! 
in such a manner that the pencils and pen holders are secured in their position 
5 in the case by means of springs. . ' ' - „ 

The springs may, for example, consist of wire which is fixed with one end* 
in the inner surface of the. side wall of the case and then bent so as to form 
- circular undulations open at the top and separated from each other by means, 
of smaller circular undulations open at the bottom. The other end of the wire 
10 is then fixed in the opposite side wall of the case. 

The wire may be further secured by means of clamps driven into the bottom 
of the case. ; '' 

The pencils and pen holders are to be inserted in the circular undulations 
and will be securely kept in place by the spring connection of the bent wire. * 
15 Two or more of such wires may be arranged and instead of the wires small 
bands of elastic material may bemused.

This invention relates to a device which is to be inserted into pencil boxes 
for the purpose of preventing the pencils, penholders, slate pencils and the 
like from rattling. 

In the accompanying drawings, the device is shown in 
30 Figure 1 inserted in a pencil box, the lid of the box being removed. 
Figure 2 is a cross section on line A-r-B of Fig. 1. 

The device consists of a band d of elastic material, such as spring steel 
or the like, which as passed- through openings & of a horizontal plate c of 
suitable material so as to form vertical standing loops.

A device to be inserted in pencil boxes for keeping pencils, penholders and 
the like in place, comprising in combination a horizontal plate of suitable 
material adapted to be inserted into the pencil box, longitudinal openings in 
said plate forming bridges between two adjacent openings, a band ; of elastic 
material such as spring steel, passed through said openings below the bridges p& 
so as to form vertical loops projecting above the horizontal plate, the free \ 
ends of the band resting against the inner surface of the side walls of the 
pencil Idox, substantially as described and shown and for the purpose set forth
